Jack Evans and Nora Cahill are heldona 
charge of making and passing counterfeit 
silver dollars, and they were given a pre- 
liminary hearing before Commissioner Craw- 
ford this morning. Jack isan old timer, who 
has been over the road twice, and throughout 
the examination he listened with composure 
and a careless attentiveness that made one 
admire the skillful self-control pf a trained 
and nervy convict. His partner was new in 
court. Sheisa corpulent Irish woman witha 
cecided brogue, and the examination ex- 
cited her so much that she stammered in 
speaking and spoke a good deal. She rattied 
on whenever a chance was given her, but 
Jack sat calm and reserved with his eyes 
fixed on the witness. He is rather a fine 
looking fellow witb brown hair, a sandy 
mustache, cold gray eyes and a rough,weath- 
er, beaten skin. He has an alr of innocent 
siniplicity which puzzles a prgsecutor if he 
did not have a record, but in Evans, the con- 
vict it is recognized asa pretty plece of dra- 
matic work, not over done but neatly played 
all the time, and he never forgets his lines. 

The first witness was Frank Wilson, a little 
negro boy, Whols employed in the butcher 
shop owned by Henry Schaeffer, Twenty- 
third and Morgan streets. He testified that he 
saw Mrs. Cahill give the clerk a dollar which 
was refused because it was counterfeit. 

William ltud, the clerk, said that Mrs. Ca- 
hill bought 10 cents worth of meat from him 
and in payment gave hima connterfeit dol- 
lar. She shoved it over near the money 
drawer and when he picked it up and 
looked at it she asked to have 
it back. Ae started into - the 
adjoining grocery toask whether it was nota 
counterfeit, but she called to him to give it 
back, and he did. Then she gave back half 
the meat and paid him 5 cents. He told 
James Ferguson aboutit, and Ferguson, who 
‘s also employed in the shop, watched the 
woman. This, he said, was the fourth coun- 
terfeit the woman had given him. He took 
the other three, but he caught this one. 

Assistant District Attorney Johnson turned 
to the prisoners, and said: 

**Do you want to ask him any questions?’’ 

Evans preserved his admirable silence. 

Mrs. Cahill said: ‘‘No; I—I]—I—don’t want 
toask him any questions. No. That isthe 
one (pointing to Ferguson) that I’m waiting 
for. I—I—only want to say this: That I never 
wasinthat shop,’’ and she raised up both 
her hands, ‘‘in my Hfe only that night. Now. 
I never was inthat shopinmy life only that 
night.*’ 

‘*Ask any questions you want,’’ said Mr. 
Johnson, ‘‘but make your argument alter 
awhile.’’ 

‘*That is all,’’ said Mrs. Cahill. 

Ferguson was called and Nora darted at 
him a look which was met witha bold front.

KILKENNY, Dec. 19.—Mr. Justin McCarthy, 
leader of the opposition, to-day made a 
speech in this city in behalf of ®ir John Pope 
Hennessy, the anti-Parneliite candidate for 
the House of Commons from North Kilkenny. 
In the course of his speech Mr. McCarthy 
earnestly deprecated such attacks as that 
which recently resulted in partially disabling 
Mr. Parnell. Mr. McCarthy warnedhis hear- 
ers that the unfortunate assault had secured 
to its victim many votes which he would oth- 
erwise never have received. It would have, 
the speaker said, a most pernicious effect on 
alienating the respect and sympathy ofthe 
Irish race, whether at home or abroad. It 
could not be too severely condemned. 


Noted Criminals Executed. 
HAVANA, via Key West, Dec. 18.—Two of 
the five criminals, Valenting Sanches Lopez

have not been captured yet. This, no doubt, 
gives encouragement to the class who live by 
robbery and murder, whose exploits are 
chronicled daily in all the newspapers of 
Havana, and will deter many people of the 
United States from coming to Cuba forthe 
cold winter months. Robberies from the per- 
sonand from domicile are so frequent that

This state of things is certainly most 
deplorable. Numerous mendicants are daily 
seen in nearly all the principal streets, 
clothed in filthy rags and soliciting alms with 
much impunity.

PARIS, Dec. 19.—It was rumored to-day that 
Prince Bismarck had arrived inthe city and 
was stopping at the Grand Hotel. It was 
found on investigation that the frontier po- 
lice had reported the passage of the German 
ex-Chancellor, but it turned out that he had 
made a mistake, the stranger being in reality 
a Russian who bore a strong resemblance to 
Bismarck. 


The Plot Against the Czar. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.—Several members 
of the Imperial Yacht Club of this city are 
said to be under surveillance in connection 
with a Nihilist plot. The membership ofthis 
club includes some of the Grand Dukes and 
many of the high nobility of the Empire. The 
Nihilists are said to be unusually active and 
precautions forthe safety of the Czar have 
been redoubled. 

THE YOUNG DUKE OF ORLEANS. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.—The young Duke 
of Orleans proposes to soldier in Russia fora 
year, and has applied for attachment to one 
of thelinfantry regiments. He will probably 
be sent to the Caucasus, where there is a pos- 
sibility of figkting with the Turks. 

THE PROJECTED SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.—A northern route 
has been selected for the projected Siberian 
railway by the commission appointed by the 
Government to consider the subject.

Medical Experts Testify in the Eyraud- 
Bompard Murder Trial. 


GABRIELLE INTELLIGENT, BUT EXCEED- 
INGLY VICIOUS. 


The Woman Hypnotized by Dr. Lacrest of 
Lille—Not Exactly Insane—Spat Be- 
tween the Accused-—The Pretty Mo- 
diste’s Testimony — Eyraud’s Vile 
Record From Childhood. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—In the Eyraud-Bompard 
murder trial, when Dr. Lacassagne, who 
made the autopsy on the body of Gouffe, was 
on the stand, he said that the fracture of the 
bones of the neck might have been caused by 
very strong hands or by the woman’s girdle, 
which was shown him. The girdld had be- 
longed to Gabrielle Bompard. 

Eyraud rose in his seat suddenly and said: 
**I did not strangle him with my hands.’’ 
@‘‘He did,’’ cried Gabrielle Bompard. ‘‘He 
strangled him with hi ais.’’. 

The President wanted “te how he did 


it. Gabrielle repeated: ‘‘He strangled him 
with his hands,’’ and sat Gown. 

Lacassagne was asked if it was possible for 
aman to put the body of Gouffe ina sack 
without assistance. He said he did not know 
but he thoughta strong man might. The 
sack was brought into the room, for the wit- 
ness to illustrate how the body was put in, 
there being a dispute between other witnesses 
and the doctor. He maintained that the head 
had been putinfirst.

It is an immoral 
compact, and not binding on the parties to 
it because, if it’ binds them at all, it binds 
them to act in violation of the common 
law, and in direct opposition to the mean- 
ing and intent of the United States 
statute known as the interstate commerce 
law. 

Parties who enter into a conspiracy or 
agreement to nullify the law of the land 
to which they owe loyal obedience in -re- 
turn for the protection it gives them can- 
not be trusted to keep faith with each 
other. That was probably what Mr. 
STICKNEY of the Chicago, St. Paul & 
Kansas City meant when he said railroad 
men would not abide by such an-agreement 
as this, and that while he would believe 
these railroad Presidents as individuals he 
would not believe them as railroad officials 
on oath or trust one of them with his 
watch. 

When the freedom of Sedeeentions and 
corporation officials from all moral re- 
straints and obligations is so openly recog-

dealers from unwarranted increase in sales 
and prices The judge refused to grant 
the charter because he considered it time to 
check the tendency visible in nearly all 
social activities to sink the moral responsi- 
bilities and duties of the individual in cor- 
porate organization, ‘‘behind which men 
‘thide to enrich themselves regardless of 
**the public welfare and by methods they 
*‘*would be ashamed or afraid to adopt as 
‘*individuals.’’ 

When the courts talk thus it is not 
strange that Granger Legislatures some- 
times go alittle too far in their efforts to 
correct the evil by applying strict statu- 
tory regulation to corporations that recog- 
nize no moral code and obey no law which 
they can. violate with impunity. And 
while itis not strange, it certainly is im- 
prudent for a railroad combination, just at 
this time, to proclaim that there shall be 
no more regulation of rates by competi- 
tion.

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THE ordinance now before the City Coun- 
cil granting the St. Louis & Suburban Rail- 
way changes in theirright of way and the 
privilege of changing the motive power 
from steam to electricity between its Mor- 
gan street depot and the city limits deserves 
prompt, favorable action.

THE FORCE REQUIRED TO DISTRIBUTE 
THE “SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH.” 


A Mighty Task Performed Every Sunday 
Morning Before Breakfast, When 
30,000 Twenty-eight-Page Papers Are 
Given to That Many Readers—How 
the Work Is Divided—A Statement to 
Be Proud Of. 


. ifthe question was asked a fairly well-in- 
formed citizen and observer how many per- 
sons he thought were required to place a large 
daily paper, suchas the Post-Dispatcu, be- 
fore the thousands of readers in this city in 
time for breakfast Sunday morning, he would 
very likely guess, as many others have done, 
and think it liberal to put the number at 200 
or 300. That is about one-fifth of the number 
ofmenand boys required to distribute the 
paper inthe city alone, the actual number, 
shown by the names on the 
books, being 1,071 persons. This hardly 
seems possible to the masses, whose informa.- 
tion regarding the inside workings ofa news.- 
paper isas meager as their information on 
the private affairs ofa big banking concern. 
As the PosT-DISPATCH holds from the public 
nothing that is likely to benefit any one, it 
does not hesitate to make Known inside 
facts and figures regarding its affairs 
which are as interesting as they are surpris- 
ing to some, and are worth remembering. A 
body of men and boys, by actual count num- 
bering 1,071, are employed between the hours 
of midnight and the peep of day, 
every Sunday morning scattering them- 
Selves and the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH 
over the sixty -five square miles 
contained within the city limits,and how well 
they do their work is attested by the few re- 
ports or complaints which reach headquar- 
ters. Why so many men are found necessary 
to do a task, whichtoone not knowing its

FARMERS’ MOVEMENT. 


SECRETARY RUSE ON THE EXPECTA' 
AND DESIRE OF AGRICULT URISTS, 


They Wanted a Modifica of the Taritt 
in Line With the Princi of Protec 
tion—A Symposium of Views—Roose- 
velt on Americanism in Politics. 


NEw YorRK, Dec. 19.—In a symposium of 
views on ‘‘The Farmers’ Movement’’ in poll- 
tics, to appear inthe American Agriculfurist 
for January, the Hon. J. M. Rusk of Wiscon- 
sin, the present Secretary of Agriculture, 


makes the following declaration copcerping 


the tariff: 
‘*T believe that the general expectation and 
desire of the farmers of the country was for a 


revision and modification of the tariff in line, | 


however, with the principles of protection. 
They felt that in many respects the McKinley, 
bill, while affording to agricultural products 
more: recognition than had ever heen ac- 
corded to them before, was a revision not in 
the sense of modification, but of an increase 
of protection.’’ | 

Secretary Rusk proceeds to discuss reci- 
procity and believes that the most profitabis 
markets for America’s agricultural products 
will be found for many years to come in Eu- 
ropean countries, remarking incidentally: 
‘‘In some of the South American countries 
the probability is that the principle of rec- 
iprocity, owing to the character of theirown 
agricultural productions, would be most 
likely to favor our manufacturing rather than 
our agricultural interests.’’ 

Representative Hatch of Missouri, ex-Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Agriculture, 
pitches into ‘‘the system of national 
legislation so inimical and detrimental 
to the farmers’ best interests, which 
they have tolerated and even eén- 
couraged for twenty-five years.’’ He re- 
gards the farmers’ demands as ‘‘so patriottc 
in principle, so closely allied to the broad, 
fundamental principles of the founders of our 
Government, that the wonder is that they 
are not universally accepted and complied 
with.’’ 

THE BURDENS OF SOCIETY. 

President Andrew D. White of Cornell Uni- 
versity sees inthe movement something far 
deeper than the work of demagogues. He 
says that ‘‘unquestionably the deepest feel- 
inginitisthatthe greatrural and agricul- 
tural population have been made to bear an 
undue share ofthe burdens of society. This 
simple statement is true. There has never 
been in our country any thoroughly well con- 
sidered system of taxation; all has been hap- 
hazard.’’ 

President White proceeds to point out how 
this and other abuses can beso remedied as 
to turn the tide again from city to country so 


as to cause a steady and rapid progress of the 
agricultural communities 
Lecturer Whitehead of the National Gran 
the lecturer ofthe Northern Farmers’ 
ance, Mr. Ashby of Iowa and Dr. Macune, 
who is credited with being the brains of the 
Southern Farmers’ Alliance, together with 
President Powell of the Farmers’ Political 
League, interpret the lessons of the farmers’ 
movement in a way that givesa clear insight 
into the spirit that animates these great or- 
ganizations. Speakin 
view of a financier, a Wall street banker sees 
‘*no cause for alarm among capitalists at the 
yee: uprising among the farmers, because 
t necessarily implies a large degree of educa- 
tion in financial affairs.’’ e thinks the 
farmers’ representatives will be slow to ad-

Webb Dies Suddenly Just Before 
the Execution at Sherbrooke. 


REMI LA MONTAGNE, THE MURDERER 
OF NAPOLEON MICHEL, HANGED. 


Leda Michel’s Share in the Killing of Her 
Husband. by Her Brother — Revolting 
Story of the Guilty Couple’s Relations— 
Four Indians Hanged—The Crimes of 
the Savages. 


SHERBROOKE, Quebec, Dec. 19.—Remi La 
Montagne, the murderer of Napoleon Michel, 
bis brother-in-law, was hanged in the jail 
yard at 9:27 this morning. This morning’s 
tragedy was a double one, for it involved the 
death of Sheriff Webb as well. A few minutes 
before 9 o’clock the Sheriff arrived at the jail 
and was admitted to Jailor Read’s private 
apartments. Ten minutes later messengers 
were running for Dr. Austin, but when he 
arrived the aged Sheriff was dead. Death was 
due to acute heart failure, induced by extite- 
ment. It wasa gloomy crowd that filed opt 
into the yard where the gallows was erected, 
and this incident lessened the sympathy that 
was felt for the murderer. Last night La Mon- 
tagne slept well and this morning got up at 
6o0’clock. Sisters St. Charles and Bernard 
had watched with him all night andthis 
morning assisted the priests at the celebra- 
tion of the mass. La Montagne joined inthe 
service as a matter of necessity and appeared 
satisfied when it was over. He then break- 
fasted lightly and began preparing for the 
final event. 

The executioner entered the corridor and 
bound his arms and at 9:15 tne procession 
proceeded to the scaffold erected ina shed in 
the yard. Radcliffe, Birchall’s executioner, 
officiated on this occasion. La Montagne 
walked erect, with a firm, pale face. He 
stepped on the scaffold, knelt 
down and was absolved. He rose and 
looking vacantly before him, repeated a 
formula that he soon hoped to be In heaven 
and did not regret it. The noose was ad- 
justed, the signal given, the weight felland 
the doomed man was jerked up intotheair 
five feet. There were some convulsive move- 
ments, and then the body hung motionless. 
In four minutes the pulse was hardly per- 
ceptible, two minutes later it ceased to beat, 
and in fourteen minutes life was declared to 
be extinct. Death resulted from strangula- 
tion. 

There was a story last night that Leda, the 
murderer’s sister, had made a deposition 
that her brother was innocent of the crime 
and that her husband was killed by a well- 
known public man and that she was present 
at the murder, but the authorities placed no 
reliance upon her taleand the law took its 
course. 

A COLD-BLOODED CRIME. 

The murder for which La Montagne was 
hangéd was a brutal and cold-blooded crime, 
and the story of the circumstances leading to 
it is most revolting. he murdered mgn, 
Napoleon Michel, had suspected that his wife 
was criminally and unnaturally intimate 
with La Montagne, who was 
her own brother, and charged the latter 
withthe crime. One evening in July, 188, 
after Michel and his wife had retired, La 
Montagne went tothe house with a bottle of 
whiskey. The couple arose and sat for awhile 
with their visitor drinking the liquor. When 
La Montagne left, Michel dccompanied hima 
short distance to light him on his way. They 
had gone but afew yards when La Montagne 
turned upon Michel and fired two shots at 
his head. Michel fell and when he regained 
consciousness he found himself tn his own 
kitchen, his throatcut, his wrist nearly de- 
tached from the arm, andallabout himin 
flames. He crawled through a window, man- 


aged toreach the house of a neighbor, where | 


he told his story and died in a few 
hours. La Montagne and Leda 
Michel, the deceased’s wife, were arrested. 
The former escaped and the latter managed 
to secure an acquittal on the charge of aoe, 
an accomplice. She went to the Unitec 
States. Her brother hid inthe woods untila 
reward of $1,000 was offered by the Govern- 
ment for his arrest. Feeling sure that he 
could not be convicted he went to a friend 
who handed him overto the police, it being 
understood that the money should be used by 
the friend to pay the expenses of the defense. 
The recreant wife was rearrested in Boston 
on the charge of arsonand was extradited, 
chiefly withthe objeet of securing her evi- 
dence in the murder trial, but she refused to 
testify and was sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment.and fined $250 for contempt of 
court. Notwithstanding her silence, La Mon- 
tagne was found guilty of murder inthe first 
degree and sentenced to be hanged to-day. 
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Four Indians Die Game. 

MISSOULA, Mont., Dec. 19.—The most notable 
execution which ever took place in this section 
of the country occurred this morning when 
Lalaze and Pierre Paul, Antly and Pascale, 
Indian murderers, were hanged at the Court- 
house here. .All died game. Pierre, Paul and 
Antly smilingly bade good-by to their friends 
when the cap was drawn over their faces. All 
were cut down twenty minutes after the trap 

was sprung. Their necks were broken.

THREE PROSPECTORS KILLED. 

Antley’s crime was that of ambushihg three 
prospectors named Ben Tompkins, Dan Mc- 

onald and Bill Liley, in August, 1887. He 
was assisted in this job by two other Indians 
who have since been* caught and lynched. 
After a trial lasting a week he was convicted 
and sentenced to hang. Pascole was next 
placed on trial and confessed his crime. The 
chief evidence against him as well as Antley, 
to 
whom he confessed his crime, His victim 
was James W. Dunn of Iowa, who had left 
Post Falls, Idaho, for the British pos- 
sessions with $2,000 on his person. 
While Dunn was ascending a hill on horse- 
back Pascole crept up behind him d shot 
lrim in the back, and as the Indian expressed 
it himself, Dunn ‘‘died likea grasshopper.’’ 
Pascole secured the victim’s horse and the 
belt containing the money and made his 
way to the settlement. Before arriving he 
took part of the money from the belt and 
buried the same with about $700. Being 
afraid to go after the money he confessed the 
murder to the Indians promising to divide the 
gees with them if they would go after it. 
It is this confession which brought him to the 
gallows. 

A COWARDLY MURDER. 

Still more brutal was the crime of Lala Lee 
and Pierre Paul. Two prospectors, whose 
names have never been learned, travelled 
in the western part of Missoula County about 
two yearsago. At sundown -they cametoa 
place where the two Indians were oes 
andafter exchanging greetings prepared to 
make theirgwncamp. While thus occupied 
the Indians shot the men down, both dying in 
afew minutes. Larry Finley, a half-breed, 
chanced to come by the spot, and seeing the 
men intheirdeath struggles he accused both 
Indians of the murder. They admitted the 
shooting, claiming as an excuse that the men 
had killed a relative of theirs. Their trial 
lasted several days and both were found 
guilty and sentenced to hang. 

IN PERFECT APATHY. 

The four red-skinned murderers passed their 
time in the County Jail of Missoula County in 
perfect apathy as totheir fate. Many In- 
dians visited them recently, but they were 
closely watched, as a large rock (a common 
weapon among their tribe) was discovered in 
theircell. Somebody tried to circulate a pe- 
tition forthe commutation of the sentence, 
but it met with no response among the peo- 
ple, who were tired of these Indian outrages 
and wanted an example made. The four were 
as tough looking a lot of the ‘‘noble’’ red 
manas humaneyes ever fellupon and the 
world is better off by their departure. 

ENGAGEMENTS WITH THE SAVAGFS. 

CAMP ON CHEYENNE RIVER,S. D., Dec. 
19.—The fight with the hostile Sioux ison and 
skirmishes will be heard of now fromto time 
time in all the surrounding country.

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THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


STOCKS ON WALL STREET WEAK, AND 
LOW IN PRICE. 


Causes That Have Prevented an Advance 
in the Price of Securities—The Kean 
Failure—Other Firmsin Difticulties—A 
Very Dull Market. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—The Stock Market to- 
day, as in fact for several days, has been es- 
sentially a waiting one. The uncertainties of 
the situation are such that speculators are 
very chary of taking either the bull or the 
bear side, and are inclined to await the course 
of events, as no one knows what a day may 
bring forth. That there will be a great de- 
cline unless in the case ofa general panic, 
few believe, for pricesiare now at almost panic 
figures and the fact that no considerable 
advance has been mae proves conclusively 
that the financiers are anxious, as stocks 
have not for years been so low, and the show- 
ing made by the Western railroads is much 
better than had been anticftpated. 

OPINIONS ON WALL STREET. 

That there are many who believe that the 
bottom has not been reached is proved by 
the large short interest which has grown up 
within the present week. A numberof efforts 
have been made by the bulls to advance 


prices and squeeze the shorts, but without 


success, as every rise calls out large 
vlocks of stock that are thrown upon 
the market, and effectually prevent an up- 
ward movement; The stock that is now in- 
fuencing the market is not held by specu- 
lators, but by private investors. Someof it 
was bought long before the depression in 
prices set in, and the owners are unwilling 
to sell at present quotations unless obliged to 
doso. Many have been so obliged, and it Is 
feared that before Jan. ithere will be a per- 
fect flood of stock from this source, as yearly 
accounts must be settled, and as the usual 
accomodations cannot be obtained from the 
banks, debtors will be obliged to raise “funds 
by tne sale of securities .regardless of the loss 


invoirvea. 
LARGE STOCK ORDERS. 

A/ftactor of safety in the situation is the 
number of stop orders in the hands 
of large holders of securities. 
"'Phey have determined to pro- 
tect them, and have large sums of money in 
readiness to check adecline. This policy has 
the effect of retarding a revival, as a great 
deal of money that would be used on the bull 
side is thus kept out of the market, but the 
existence of this stop fund has a 
decided influence in maintaining quotations. 
Another factor that renders a bull movement 
difficult is the amount of stock that has been 
bought for the sole purpose of making a 
turn, and which the owners have no inten- 
tion of holding. Wheneveran advance of a 
few points is made in any security, a flood of 
this stock comes out, and the bulls are 
swamped. Incase ofa sharp decline no such 
danger is anticipated from this stock as from 
that held for investment by men engaged in 
Mercantile pursuits, as most of those who 
own it are able to hold, and would not sell on 
a declining market. 

IMPEDIMENT TO AN ADVANCE. 

But this stock is a most serious impedl- 
ment toan advance unless the movement is 
backed by very large capital, asthe holders 
are willing to be satisfied with.a small profit, 
and at every rise great antities are 
dumped. It is generally pr€dicted on the 
street that there is no reasonable likelihood 
of a general moving before the second week 
in January, even under the most favorable 
conditions. There was great disappointment 
feltatthe failure of the Clearing-house to 
retirea new batch of certificates, and the 
factthat calls made by New York houses 
upon England for gold had not been answered 
had a depressing effect. 

THE MARKET WEAK. 

Dullness and narrowness were still the chief 
characteristics of the stock market this 
morning, but heaviness was also added in the 
early dealings, net gains of yesterday being 
generally wiped out. Atchison, St. Paul, Lou- 
isville & Nashville, Lackawanna and Northern 
Pacific were the active stocks, but .the re- 
mainder were quite neglected. The opening 
prices were from % tole percent below last 
evening’s figures, Lackawanna being the 
only exception among the active stocks, its 
advance being 44 per cent. It showed more 
weakness than any of the 
in the early dealings, with the 
one exception of Atchison, each losing 
5g per cent, though Louisville & Nashville, 
with loss of 4, was 1 per cent below last 
night’s figure. Rock Island declined %, 
though it had opened up %.-A better tone 
prevailed later in the hour and a few stoeks, 
among which St. Paul was most prominent, 
were placed upon a higher level than that of 
the opening, but most stocksat 11 o’clock 
were still slight fractions under the opening 
prices, the market being dull, but firm. 

Noon—Money was easy at 4@5 per cent. 
The dullness in the stock market after 11 
o’clock was even more extreme, and while 
prices were held at about the level of those of 
ll o'clock a heavy tone was noticeable. Sil- 
ver toughed 106 after opening at 107, but there 
was no other fluctuation of note, and at. noon 
the market was dull and stagnant and still 
generally at a shade under the opening 
prices.

On cross-examination Mr. Kean stated that 
he had a statement drawn up hastily three 
days beforethe assignment, which was as 
follows, Liabilities, posits demand, $383,- 
276; deposits, New York, $21,000, deposits, sun- 
dry credits, $24,000; deposits (branch), $100,- 
000; total, $528 276.

Assets: Bills receivable, $270,000; stocks, 
$51,000; Government land Scrip. $57, 800; cash 
on hand, due from banks and in transit, $100,-

$30,000; total, $603,800. Our deposits have 
shrunk since Dec. 1 about $195,000.

HE TOOK PITY ON HER. 


CHAS. E. DAVIS TELLS WHY HE ELOPED 
WITH STELLA RAGSDALE. 


The Girl Met Him After Leaving Home 
on Account of Alleged Cruel Treat- 
ment, Confided in Him, and He Agreed 
to Marry Her. 


Pretty 17-year-old Stella Ragsdale and Chas. 
E. Davis, who eloped with Her from her 
mother’s home at 3501 Manchester road last 
Saturday arein the tolls of the unromantic 
police. They were arrested last night ata 
boarding-house on Chestnut near Sixteenth 
by Officers Miller and Hickman ofthe Fifth 
Police District and escorted tothe station at 
Twenty-ninth and Market streets.The officers 
learned shortly before 9 o’clock that the pair 
were atthe house and after a consultation 


with Capt. Campbell visited the house 
and surprised therunaways. The police not 
only captured the couple,but also secured the 
marriage license which was obtained by the 
alopers on fraudulent representations, anda 
murderous looking dirk knife, the property 
of Davis. Though the couple obtained the 
license from the Recorder’s office last Satur- 
glay they were not bound together by the ties 
of matrimony when the police 
yathered them in last evening. When 
they were taken to the station 
Davis was putina cell without much cere- 
mony on charges of makinga voluntary cor- 
rupt oath and enticing a female under age 
away from home for immoral purposes. Had 
the pair been married,a charge of bigamy 
would be preferred Against Davis, as he has 
a wife and two children living in Bonaparte, 
Io., whom, it appears, he deserted about a 
yearago. The girl, whois quite good 100k- 
ing and well formed, was given a chair 
in the Captain’s bffice and questioned at 
some length concerning her movements since 
she left her home last Saturday. She was de- 
flant and at first showed a disposition to say 
nothing. 
WHY SHE RAN AWAY. 

She finally consented to make a statement. 
She said: ‘‘lranaway from home because I 
was mistreated. Ihad to work like a slave 
and received nothing in return but ill-treat- 
ment. Only the night before I left my 
mother came into my room and 
beat. me with a stick about the back and 
arms. The next morning I learned that ma 
had used an ax handle on me. I hadtold her 
before this that I would leave home the very 
next time she whipped me without cause and 
Ikept my word. 1 dressed myself Saturday 
morning and started out to my married sis- 
ter’s house, beyond Tower Grove. On the 
way I met Davis an I told 
him my trotbles. Though he had been board- 
ing at our house only three weeks I 
learned to like himand I know he likes me, 
We agreed to get married, and we went down 
to the Court-house and got the license. Iwas 
desperate, and in my state of mind I thought 
Il was 18; anyhow, lam very nearit, if I am 
not. We got the license and that 
evening we went ‘up to Alton and 
stayed~ there over Sunday. I had about 
$i0 and Charley had some money. We came 
back Monday and went to the house on 
Chestnut street where we have been stopping 
ever since. Charley wanted to marry me and 
was only waiting to find outif his Iowa wife 
had a divorce.’’ 

AN OBSTINATE GIRL. 

When she was asked ifshe was willing to 
return to her home she stamped 
her foot to emphasize her 
disapproval of such a proposition. 
‘*] will not go home,’’ she said, ‘‘no matter 
what the police do with me ifIdon’t. Ihave 
done nothing wrong, and Mr. Davis will mar- 
ry me when he gets his divorce, if his wffe 
has not already got one.’’ 

Davis is a carpenter, about 25 years of age, 
and came here abouta yearago. Some three 
weeks ago he went to live at the 
boarding house kept by Mrs. Richard 
Jameson, Stella’s mother. An intimacy soon 
sprang up between the girl, who, it appears, 
is not quite 17 years old, which culminated in 
their elopement last Saturday. Mrs. Jame- 
pon positively declares that Davis induced 
her daughter to run away and proposes to 
prosecute himunstintingly. After she learned 
of the elopement she went to RKe- 
corder Hobbs’ office and ascertained 
that both Davisand her daughter had sworn 
that she was over I8 years of age. All efforts 
to locate the pair proved unsuccessful until 
last evening, when Hickman and Miller re- 
ceived information that they were in a board- 
ing-house on Chestnut street. 

DAVIS’ EXPLANATION.

The Ventilation of Street Cars—All The 
Roads Now Putting in the Electric Sys- 
tem to Run Electric Cars By Jan. 1. 


City Counselor Bell has an idea for the solu- 
tion of the Fair Grounds arrangement preb- 
lem. Mr. Bell’s plan is tosell O’Fallon Park 
and with the proceeds make a first-class 
pleasure resort out of the Fair Grounds. In 
speaking of the subject this morning Mr. Bell 
said: ‘‘Wecan sell O’Fallon Park tosome of 
these real estate companies and get a good 
round sum for it. This will improve the 
whole of North St. Louls to a very great ex- 
tent and would make quite a little boonr up 
there. As residence lots O’Fallon Park would 
be of greater value to that part of the city 
than it is now because the park is accessible 
to only a very small portion of the commu- 
nity dnd it has not enough attractions to 
draw people from any distance. 

‘‘Then the Fair Grounds could be made 
what it should be, a resort which would 
be open to the public all the 
year round and one which would 
be attractive. The buildings could be 
fixed up and this place well taken care of at 
a comparatively small cost. It could con- 
tinue as a Fair Grounds or not justas future 
circumstances might dictate. The race track 
would of course have to be maintained sepa- 


rately as it is hardly practical for a municipal 
government to run a race track. That of 
course could be arranged.’’ ’ 

Mayor Noonan was asked what he thought 
of the plan and said: 

‘*At the start it looks mighty well, but we 
would have to study it over a Httle before de- 
ciding whether it would work or not. It 
strikes measa veer good idea.’’

To-night there will come up before the City 
Council for definite action the ordinance re- 
cently introduced by Councilman Comfort 
authorizing the St. Louis & Suburban Rallway 
Co. to make certain extensions, changes and 
insprovements of their line, running through 
the western suburban district of the city. The 
first reading of the ordinance in question was 
had Nov. 21 last, a second reading on Nov. 28, 
at which time the matter was referred to the 
Committee on Rallroads, from whom it will 
now come for the Council's action. 

The ordinance is known as Council bill No. 
162, and that portion of it asking for the privi- 
lege of extension of the route of the St. Louis 
& Suburban Railway Co. beyond the privi- 
leges already acquired from the 8t. Louis 
Cable & Western Railway Co. by ordinance 
No. 15,547, approved March 28, 1890, asks for 
the privilege to operate a double track pas- 
senger railroad froma point at or nearthe 
present terminus of the cable tracks on Mor- 
gan street, over Morgan street, through city 
clock No. 874, toa point on the roadbed of 
the steam division of what was 
formerly the St. Louls Cable & 
Western Railway Co.’s railroad, now owned 
by the St. Louis & Suburban Railway Co., dis- 
tant not more than 620 feet west of the west 
line of Vandeventer avenue; and to also 
operatd a double track passenger railroad on 
Union avenue from the point where the said 
steam division intersects Union avenue 
southwardly along Union avenue to a point 
800 feet inside of Forest Park; and to 
construct a «double track passenger rall- 
road from the intersection of Union 
avenue and Finney avenue, eastwardly on 


Finney avenue to the aforesaid roadbed or 
right of way of said steam division, where 
the same crosses Finney avenue; and ‘to also 
operate a double track passenger railroad 
over the whole or any part of the route now 
occupied by any of the tracks of what was 
formerly known as the St. Louls Cable & 
Western Railway Co., and to occupy and use 
with its tracks, roadbed and appurtenances, 
from Vandeventer avenue to the west 
line of Taylor avenue, in any alley or street 
now or hereafter established, for public 
use, three feet contiguous to the north line

TO ADOPT ELECTRICITY. 

The ordinance further provides that the 
motive power of the road shall be either un- 
derground cable orthe electric system, and 
provides forthe faithful carrying out of its 

contract by the company by stipulating that 
all privileges so granted shall be forfeited in 
case of the failure of the road to operate inp 
conformity with its ordinance. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon a number of cit!- 
gens of that portion of St. Louis interested in 
the ordinance asked for willappear before a 

tg meeting of the committee to person- 

ally voice their favorable opinion of the 
measure and request that the ordinance be 
ae tothe roadas now asked for. This 
ment for the passage of the measure will 
ased upon the fact that it has been pre- 
eared in accordance with their wishes; that 
the proposed extensions and improvements 
will be of great benefit to that sub- 
urban section of S&t. Louts, and that 
having previously posed certain 
contemplated measures of the old Cable & 
Western Road they wish toshow definitely 
that there is no op position to the present bill, 
but on the contrary, it meets with the warm- 
est su rt of all citizens interested. 

A number of residen 
opened up t the st. Louls & Suburban Co. by 
the present ordinance were seen this morning 
by Post-DIsPpaTcnu reporters, and their views 
upon the measure will be found in full below. 

ALL FAVOR IT. 

Mr. Charlies H. Smmith,secretary of the West- 
ern Anthracite Coal Co., who lives at 8965 
Morgan street.was asked how he regarded the 
ordinance, and he replied: ‘*I have just writ- 
ten Mr. Turner a letter in which I have prom.

Iama block 
from each. still 1 want to see that ordinance 
wo through, because there is not aman, 
woman or child inthe neighborhood who does 
not favorit. Wewere down at the Arcade 
the other night, a dozen of us, and there was 
not a dissenting voice. There may be one or 
two people who object to the change, but 
not more than two, I think. The whole 
neighborhood is for it, because the only 
result can be beneficial. We will get rid of 
the noise and dirt and smoke of the 
steam cars, and instead of the quarter 
and half hour trains, we will have five and six 
minute cars, and we will avoid the change of 
cars at the present station. The change will 
be a benefit to everyone and I certainly think 


* the company ought to be given the franchise. 


I have talked with Mr. Turner and he is frank 
and hetells me exactly what the company 
wants and what it proposes todo.

An Absolute Divorce » Granted the Wife of 


Hon. Burke-Roche. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 19.—Announcement 
has been made inthis city, although it has 
come to the knowledge of but a few as yet, 
of the granting of an absolute divorce in 
favor of Frances Roche of New York City 
against her husband, James BoothDy Burke- 
Roche. Mrs. Burke-Roche removed to Dela- 
ware in February last inorder to obtaina 
residence and so secure a divorce. The mar- 
riage about nine years ago was a brilliant 
affair. Hon. J. B. Burke-Roche, avery hand- 
some man, is the brother of Lord Fermoy of 
the Irish Peerage, and his wife, Frances, 
is the daughter of Mr. Frank 
Work, the broker. The house of Fermoy 
is no longer rich, and whenthe Hon. Burke- 
Roche married he was practically penniless. 
Mr. Work allowed his daughter $7,000 a year 
at first and afterwards increased her annual 
allowance to $12,000. But even that amount 
was insufficient and Mr. Work frequently re- 
sponded to demands for additional sums. On 
one occasion the Hon. Mr. Roche’s furniture 
was seized by the Sheriff. Miss Lucy Work, 
now the wife of Mr. Cooper Hewitt, was vis- 
iting in London at the time, and when she re- 
turned Mrs. Burke-Roche came with her, 
bringing her little girl. Mr. Burke-Roche 
shortly followed with their two little boys. 
At this time it was understood that Mr. Burke- 
Roche had agreed to a legal separation.

JOE DONOGHUE WRITES OF HIS EXPERI- 
ENCES ABROAD. 


A Pathetic Story of Old Norfolk—How the 
Trotting Horse Sires Rank — Horse 
Racing, Athletics and Sporting News of 
All Kinds, 


Joe Donoghue, the American champion am- 
teur skater who is achieving such fame 
abroad has written an interesting letter to 
his friends at Newburg. It was received 
Monday and is dated Victoria Hotel, Hamar, 
Norway, Nov. 29. Joe says that when he left 
Koppang, two days before, the temperature 
was 42 degrees below zero, and he nearly 
froze to death before he finished the journey. 
He had been taking practice spins. twicea 
day, and, in additionto his usual clothing, 
had two handkerchiefs tied around his face, 
and wore two pairs of stockings, and had 
paper under his coat. He perspired well in 
spite of the cold. 

Joe says that Norseng is 5 feet 9 inches tall 
and very strongly built, while Godager is 
shorter and of medium build. Norseng is 23 
and Godager 380 years of age. The former 
stated that when he recently beat Van Pan- 
schin and Linsted in Sst. Petersburg he 
thought the crowd would mob him for getting 
away with the Russian flyers. Jurjens was 
second in the five-mile race,a lap anda half 
behind Norseng. Theiatter admitted having 
trained for about a month for the race, while 
Jurjens had notraining. Norseng also stated 
that the judges gave Rubenstein no show 
whatever in Russia and said he considered the 
Canadian the best skater of the party. Joe 
adds that Pander and Kigina were expected 
to reach Hamartwo days later. Joe had then 
had two weeks’ skating and said he was in 
prime condition. The following week he in- 
tended to challenge any skater in Norway or 
Sweden to meet him. It is safe to say that Joe 
has not received any acceptances to his chal- 
lenge, ashe had arranged to cable home as 
soon asa match was made. The President

Wednesda onoghue won the mile skating 
race at Amsterdam for the amateur cham- 
pionship of Holland. Itiscontested over a 
magnet shaped course with a turn of 100 
meters diameter. Donoghue’s time was 3 
minutes 94-5 seconds. Yesterday he 
also won the three mile race for 
the amateur championship of Holland 
in 9:1%. The prizes are gold medals. 
Joe is also entered for the international 
races at Amsterdam next Monday. There he 
will meet all the great skaters of the world in 
one, two and five mile races, a gold medal for 
each race to goto the victor, and the winner 
of three races to be awarded the champion- 
ship cup, a prize that has been contested for, 
Donoghue hopes to win 
all three races andthecup. Last year he vis- 
ite1 Europe and was very successful although 
defeated in some of his most important races. 
He is a mere boy yet of very slender build.
